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At the April Meeting of the Board of 
Trustees, Mr. Lacey D. Caskey was appointed 
Curator of the Department of Classical Art, a 
position which had been held temporarily by the 
Director. Mr. Caskey was connected for four 
years with the American School of Classical Studies 
in Athens, and since 1 908 has been Assistant 
Curator of the Department of Classical Art in this 
Museum.

nected with the Museum since 1906, and re- 
cently has acted as Registrar and Secretary to the 
Director, has resigned his position to accept a 
professorship at Smith College. 

In the Forecourt Room there has been 
placed for the summer months Colonial furniture 
in the style of Chippendale, Sheraton, and Hepple- 
white, lent by Francis H. Bigelow. A more de- 
tailed account of the exhibition will appear in the 
August Bulletin.
